Q.—Is the origin of “Hooch” 
as applied to liquor known?

A.—The word is not, as 
might be surmised, a color- 
ful product of the high days 
of prohibition and homebrew 
in the U.S. Some references 
to it_by writers place it as 
far back at least as the 
Nome gold rush, circa 1898, 
but it seems much older 
than that, Alaska was bought 
by the U.S. in 1867. “Hooch” 
first appears in writings 
which made reference to sol- 
diers of the- post on Admiralty 
Island in panhandle Alaska 
going across to an Indian re 
serve to obtain liquor an- 
ciently distilled by the na- 
tives which came to be known 
as hoochinoo, in imitation of 
the name of the tribe. By 
contraction thevname of the 
stimulating drink became 
hooch, a handily-used name 
which spread across the U.S. 
and Canada,
